President's Report. 

The President read his annual report, which was received 

and referred to a committee. 


BELOVED BRETHREN: We are assembled once more in Synodical Ses- 
sion to recount the successes of the past, and deliberate in the interests of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom which is committed ‘to our care. We meet, but not 
all, for the first time in /hirtecn years, at the fwel/th annual convention of this 
Synod, to record the decease of the first pastor of this body—and one “ who 
was not the least among his brethren,”’ but whose talents eminently fitted him 
for high positions in the church of which he has been an honored member. 
- (See Losses and Recommendation 1 below.) We have great reasons for de- 
vout gratitude to our heavenly Father for the material prosperity of the past 
year, for the abundant yield of the fruits of the field, as also the prosperity of 
the work of the Synod in her congregations and mission fields. New or- 
ganizations have been effected and supplied, and a goodly number of houses 
of worship erected. Our opportunities for great and effectual labors are 
abundant. Besides our Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society, we 
have the “Im. Missionary Society,’ with our earnest Iro, Lenker to push 
its claims, and many weak congregations and places all over the State and 
adjoining Territories that need special and substantial encouragement. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Correspondence, largely in German, has required the special attention of 

your presidimg officer the past year, which has elicited the fact that Synod is 
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held in high esteem by its members; this is well, and we trust that all will 
maintain the future honor of this body. We also rejoice that we have had 
no occasion to investigate charges against any member, and many others have 
inquired for fields of labor among us, especially German. The clerical roll 
presented us with /hirty-mine (39) names at the close of last session, but only 
twenty-nine (29) with pastorates, including Hastings, of which the following

OTHER PLACES. 


1. At Falls City we have some lots, but nocongregation. The Missourians 
have established themselves in the place, and have spared no means to possess 
our lots, but their efforts have been fruitless. 

2. Hastings. Brother Martinis was obliged to vacate this field. He saw 
and felt keenly the mistake to locate an English pastor without a nucleus to 
form a congregation. This is a good way to kill a pastor, put him or let him 
go to a place where not one in fwenty-nine will succeed. We tried to procure 
a German-English pastor for the place, but failed. Bro. Martinis found an 
agreeable field among the Congregationalists, where his salary is competent 
and his services acceptable. He was loth to leave us, but we had no field that 
would call him. We have a neat little church here, well located, which we 
understand the Board offers for sale. It does appear that an earnest Ger- 
man pastor such as we have, several in this Synod, shou/d and would succeed 
in gathering a congregation, as there are a number of nominal Lutherans in 
and about the city. Some German Russians have removed, but these would 
hardly assimilate with others there, therefore, their loss may be very insignif- 
cant. A place like Hastings, with such a house of worship, ought not to be 
neglected, but a man cannot give his whole time and attention for nothing. 
Let even a very small salary be assured, and we think the man will soon be 
found who will make the effort. If we let this “slip,” it will only add an- 
other very serious mistake to former neglect and indifference.

Parochial Reports. 

The Parochial Reports were read by the brethren, and com- 
ments made on State of Religion. These comments brought to 
light much good work throughout our Synodical territory. 

A motion was made to lay aside the Parochial Reports for the 
present and take up the subject of Home Missions. 

Rev. Schnur, chairman of the Advisory Missionary Com- 
mittee, read the following report, which was considered item by 


itein. 


Report of Advisory Mission Committee. 


Another year of anxiety, labor and sacrifice has passed, and the results at- 
tained richly reward us for the trouble and time that have been required. 
The more prominent points have been supplied without special efforts on 
our part, neither did time and means permit us to make distant journeys 
to visit such fields. We present the following : 

1. Auburn and Stella.—Last fall we succeeded in obtaining the time of 
Rev. Knight over two Sundays to visit these places. He immediately re- 
ported to the Western Secretary and the Chairman of the Committee—that 
efforts for a supply were at once inaugurated—a number of letters were writ- 
ten to the Board and other parties. The Board soon arranged to have Bro. 
Kimmel take charge of this new field, and we have heard from him through 
the church-papers. Morrill, Kansas, had also been brought to our notice and 
requested assistance to obtain a pastor. As this point was within reach of 
Auburn, we requested Bro. Kimmel to visit and see what could be done for 
them. The results are that a church is built and was consecrated last Sunday. 

2. Beatrice was supplied by the Board, and Rev. G. H. Albright appointed 
as the Missionary, who found a very favorable opening, organized, located 
and has gone earnestly to work. Only a year previous we could find no more 
than fowr persons who were willing to enter an organization, and now Bro. 
Albright reports some thirty members. The pastor and congregation will be 
a good acquisition to Synod. 

3. Kearney. —This place, together with its missionary, Bro. Andreason, 
were placed under special supervision of Rev. Lenker, who had the best op- 
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portunities to give direction and assistance. Synod has made some special 
appropriations to the missionary and his work through the Board, and a church 
is in process of erection. The brother has informed us personally about his 
labors and wants, and Bro. Lenker has not spared his pen to tell the church 
what Bro. Andreason is doing. 

4. Lennox, Dak.—Rev. Tjaden, like the Shumanite of Elisha's day, « dwells 
among*his people.” This brother has labored faithfully and earnestly ; his 
salary is very small, but he made no requests and found no fault. He will 
appear at Synod and report. 

5. Liacoln.—Published reports show us that this Mission has made sub- 
cot 1 progress during the year. The Synod’s Committee are happy to refer 
to thefn with hearty cheer, and’rejoice in their prosperity. God bless the shep- 
herd and his little flock. 

6. North Platte.—The Board of Home Missions sent Rev. Chas. Anderson 
to this place in July, and he is now located here. Besides North Platte he 
supplies Gothenburg and Gaslin, Swedish settlements. The sale of one-third 
of the church property at $2,200 has been effected, and two desirable lots 
have been purchased at a cost of $850. The field is large and promising. 
Bro. Anderson will appear at Synod, and we shall have the benefit of his twenty 
and more years of experience in responsible positions of the church. 

7. Oakland.—Bro. Gearhart, as Synod will remember, started with misgiv- 
ings about his salary a year ago, but the brethren put him tO“Wisown oars, and 
believed his ship would overcome the difficulties as well as in the case of others 
in Nebraska. This place was announced as self-supporting, but as much of 
the salary was to come from outsiders, it soon diminished. ‘The Board has 
since made an appropriation to Oakland, and Bro. Gearhart wil! inform Synod 
of his difficulties. 

8. Ohiowa.—Bro. Thoele is one of those zealous men who labor unceasingly 
as opportunities demand and powers permit. “We have nothing from him that 
calls for notice from your Committee. We shall hear of progress at this ses- 
sion of Synod. 

9. Red Cloud and Hardy.—This Mission has been vacant since Bro. Wil- 
helm left it. Efforts are being made to supply these points. Hardy should 
have a man at once, and there are several other points pone can easily be 
served with it. 

10. Hastings has been noticed in the President's Report to which we refer. 
Also something further about Falls City, West Point, and others. 

11. Roca.—Rev. Knight took charge here soon after the last session of 
Synod, and although the people are unable to reward much for labors, Rev. 
Knight has made neither request nor complaint. We expect to hear of his 
labors at this Synod. 

12. Rising.—Rev. Pugh appears to have labored in peace and silence—he — 
asked no favors and uttered no complaints; we suppose they are risig and 


will show progress. 
13. Tehamah.—Rev. Wilhelm took charge here early in the sj ring, and we 
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are glad to know that he and family feel happily situated and well satisfied, 
The people also do what lies in their power, and all are earnestly engaged in 
what their hearts and hands find to do. 

14. West Point.—If anxieties, perplexities and sacrifices would always re- 
ceive a “just recompense of reward,” abundant fruits would result at this 
place. As yet no pastor has been secured, but arrangements are now being 
contemplated by the Board of Home Missions, by which West Point and Oak- 
land can be united in one charge. We hope this arrangement will be satis- 
factory to all concerned, and a house of worship worthy of the place will soon 
be erected. 

15. Waverly—Brother Melick has also had no cause to press the Commit- 
tee into service to assist him in any way. “ Freely ye have received, freely 
give,” has been fulfilled by Rev. Melick and his peoplef he received some of 
the necessaries of life from our Ladies’ Societies in the East, and they have 
also sent a box to supply some of the wants of another brother and family. 
Waverly is not a failure. 

16. Wayne.— Financially and numerically we are weak, but prospectively 
we occupy a prominent place. The first supporter of this mission has been 
the pastor. A chapel of 18 by 26 feet was built Awe and a half years ago, and 
nearly all the funds for the material were secured in some German congrega- 
tions in Nebraska. Last winter we felt pressed to move for a larger house of 
worship, but now again the Missionary must assume nearly all the responsibal- 
ity. A good Lutheran in the East donated us a lot in another part of the 
town, and the pastor negotiated a loan designed to be covered by the chapel 
and lots, and received a donation from the Board and the privilege to gather 
some more in the churches. All has been consumed, and the house is not 
completed. Our limited acquaintance with congregations that could give sub- 
stantial assistance is a difficulty that some others have not. But a neat house, 
32 by 54 feet, with an intended tower in one corner of the building, extended 
to the roof, and a room opposite this of 12 by 24 feet, with folding-doors tothe 
audience-room, which is 32 by 42 feet, is erected and nearly ready for occu- 
pancy, lacking the completion of the tower, the seating and furnishing of the 
church. This far we were obliged to complete, and will cost us about $2,000; 
after this we hope to find a way to the end. 

Of these sixteen missions twelve have received aid during the whole or 
part of the year from the Board. Xoca is supplied by Bro. Knight, Red 
Cloud and Hardy are vacant, Hastings cannot call for itself, but needs some 
one to quicken it to life. West Point has been vacant the whole year and is 
now to be included in the Oakland charge. Avarncy has received its sup- 
port from this Synod, and Lincoln belongs to the Woman's Mis. Society, 
leaving fem now receiving aid from the Board. Synod is doing a grand and 
successful work, and every one should feel it his duty, as also a privilege to 
extend his labors as far as possible.

The report presents a statement of his official acts during the Synodical 
year. It bears evidence of faithful attention to all the details of his office. 
From it we gather and record with devout gratitude to God, that the growth 
of our Synod this past year has been greater than ever before. There has 
been an increase of its ministry from 39 to 44.

Report of Trustees of Carthage College. | 

The undersigned attended a special meeting of the Trustees in February 
and another in June; two others were had during the year, but I did not be- 
lieve that time or means would justify attendance. Brother Hansen thought 
it not worth his while to make such a long journey, and wished to be excused. 
A lengthy report will be useless as a historical sketch of the Institution has 
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just appeared in the Observer and Evangelist of August 15th, presented by 
a Committee chosen by the last session of the Board. After much perplexity 
and great discouragements the Board was unanimous and determined that 
Carthage College must not be another failure. By special arrangement the 
expenses dare not exceed the income. Prof. Bartholomew consented to un. 
dertake the task, and was chosen the President. Two other Professors, onea 
former student of Carthage College and another a son of a German Lutheran 
pastor, were at his suggestion also elected. Other teachers were to be added. 
as far as the circumstances demand and the means will justify. Notwithstand- 
ing our embarrassments and difficulties, the plan of studies in the Institution 
has been advanced, and will no doubt recommend itself to all the patrons, 
Thorough work will still be done at Carthage College. 

Let this body not be the last nor the least to stand by this College and en- 
courage it in every possible way. This is pre-eminently the place to send all 
our children, and others whom we can influence, whom we would give the 
advantages of a higher education and to acquire a Christian education that they 
may be useful members of the church and state. They can go to no better 
and cheaper college anywhere, and none with a better Christian influence, that 
is of more value than gold. We make one quotation from the article referred 
to above and direct to it for a more specific financial statement, “ We may 
now sum up as follows: Real estate, $42,800; Endowment, $30,000; total 
assets, counting students’ notes, $73,000; liabilities, $10,300; assets above 
liabilities, $62,700." We heartily bespeak the patronage, good will and hearty 
co-operation of Carthage College by this honorable body.

Report of Committee No. 8—On Minutes of Sister Synods. 

Your Committee have had placed in their hands the Minutes of the Synod 
of Northern Lilinois, which we have examined carefully. 

We find them neatly arranged, containing much of a general character, 
which is of interest. 

The parochial tables indicate a very encouraging degree of success in their 
efforts in the work of the Church. 

There are but two items to which we desire to call your particular attention. 

ist. On page 25 we find resolutions with reference to the proper obser- 
vance of the Lord’s day, and the dangers which threaten the sanctity of the 
day. 

On this matter we offer the following : 

Wuereas, The Lord's day, according to the Scriptures, is a day of holy rest 
and holy worship; and 

WHEREAS, It is one of the pillars of our national safety, and of the 
Church’s purity ; and 

WHEREAS, There is a growing disregard of the sanctity of the day, even 
among us; therefore, 
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Resolved, That our pastors preach faithfully on the sanctity of the Lord's 
day, and earnestly urge all of our people to keep it holy.

Andreason has been untiring in his efforts to preach the gospel to 
the Scandinavians along the Union Pacific R. R. from Grand Island, Neb., to 
Laramie City, Wyoming Territory, 440 miles, where he has been the only 
Scandinavian Lutheran pastor. He has traveled 7,747 miles, baptized 51 
persons, visited 525 families, organized seven congeregations with an aggre- 
gate membership of 248, two of which were organized in Cheyenne and Lara. 
mie City, the two most strategic cities in Wyoming Territory. He has two 
churches in process of erection, at Kearney a beautifal brick church, well lo- 
cated, and one at North Sweden. 

We recommend: 

1. That we, rejoice in the progress and prospects of the Scandinavian work 
of our Synod. | 

2, That the Advisory Mission Board request Home Mission Board to pro- 
vide for some aid to the salary of Bro. Andreason, who asks for $50 less than 
last year. 

3. That all who have not paid their subscriptions to our Synodical Mission 
at Kearney be reminded that the money is needed, and that since the church 
edifice is to be of brick instead of frame, and a Swedish church of the Augus- 
tana Synod, is being erected there, more outside help is needed to finish the 
building.

The Standing Committee on the American Evangelical Lutheran Immi- 
grant Missionary Society would report, that it is with cheer that we notice 
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that this promising Society was organized September 24, 1883, at Tekamah, 
Neb., at an immigrant convention held immediately at the close of the last 
meeting of our Synod. The second convention of the Society was held at 
Waverly, Neb., December 11-13, 1883. The third at Clear Creek, Neb., 
March 13-14, 1884, and the fourth convention at Dakota City, September 1-3, 
1884. Breter isles is supported as an emigrant missionary at Copenha- 
gen, Denmark. | 

The Lutheran Address Center is meeting with success. A tract against 
Mormonism is being prepared. Six thousand tracts on the Society were 
printed, besides much additional printing. The Society has on hand Bibles 
and Tracts in Scandinavian and German languages, which we ask the brethren 
toaid usin their circulation.
